TACOMA, Wash., June 21.— 
The first attempt of local ship- 
pers and business men to break 
the longshore strike here failed 
miserably yesterday morning. 

A gang of about fifty men, 
said to be deputized guards from 
Seattle and King County attempt- 
ed to set up barricades at the 
Milwaukee dock for the loading 
of a ship. 

The men arrived according to 
a plan arranged by the bosses’ 
“Citizens’ Emergency Commit- 
tee,” about 4 a. m., at the bus 


station and getting into private 
cars, drove to the Milwaukee 
dock. 

About 500 longshoremen were 
quickly mobilized, surrounded 
them at the dock and persuaded 
them to go home. About that 


time the police came, but seeing 
so many longshoremen, also de- 
cided it would be better for the 
scabs to go home. 

The “Citizens’ Emergency 
Committee’ had also pre-arrang- 
ed to bring down bedding, mat- 
tresses and food in trucks heav- 
ily laden with all kinds of wea- 


pons. The longshoremen found 
out where the trucks were and 
stopped all but two of them. 


These two they got at the dock 
and turned back. The show of 
grenades, tear gas and clubs has 
only heightened the militancy of 
the strikers, who are now ¢all- 
ing on the seamen to help build

This is the real meaning of the resolution adopted at its 
meeting last Friday. 

In line with the previous attempts to break the ranks of 
the strikers, the Council launched its attack in the form of 
an alarm against the Communists. They hope to succeed where 
the Chamber of Commerce, Industrial Assn., Ryan, Chief of 
Police Quinn, McGrady or any of the others failed. If they 
could get the workers busy doing the work of the police— 
looking for Communists—the united front, and splendid lead- 
ership of the longshoremen would be smashed, and the ship- 
owners could easily come out victorious, 

The resolution considers last Tuesday's Auditorium meet- 
ing, the greatest and most enthusiastic San Francisco ever 
saw, as ‘demoralizing’ the strikers; and the ILA is “strongly 
advised to disavow all connections” with the Marine Workers 
Industrial Union. 

Who are the main leaders in this anti-red drive? Who 
are those who offer such kind advice to the longshoremen? 

The resolution was proposed by the officials of the AF of L 
seamen’s unions, with Scharrenberg, of the National Executive 
of the ISU, and secretary of the State Federation of Labor as 
the leading spirit.

That the 1919 strike was lost 
because the seamen were work- 
ing while at this time the Ma- 
rine Workers Industrial Union, 
the center of attack, was-first to 
eall out the seamen.

Couneil never did support the 
longshoremen. John O'Connell, 
its secretary and representative 
on the Regional Labor Board,

This was the pur- 
pose of the Labor Council reso- 
lution and Ryan’s agents, .Lewis 
and MeKenna are now being de- 
pended upon to do their part.

and to secure to the Negro people the full and free exercise of | 
complete equal rights with other sections of the population. 

Sec. 2—Every person participating in a lynching is declared | 
io be guilty of murder in the first degree, and upon conviction 
shall be punished by death. Lynching is defined as a violent as- 
sault, resulfing in death or aggravated injury, directed against 
the victim because of supposed inferiority of the Negroes, andior, 
because he or she is accused of a crime associated with such sup- 
posed inferiority, andlor, when such violent attacks are wholly or 
partly directed towards intimidating the Negro population to pre- 
vent them from claiming their rights, and'or, when such violence 
is directed towards preventing the frée association of white and 
Negroes and their joint activity in all phases of life. Such violent 
attack shal] be considered a lynching whenever motivated by any 
or all of the above, whether the attackér or attackers are private 
individuals or officers of the law, or both, and whether or not 
such attack was directed against any particular individual. Parti- 
cipation in any attempted lynching shall be a felony, punishable 
by imprisonment for not less than one year. 

See. 3—Any official or official body of any sub-division of 
the U. S. government or the government, of any state, county, or 
municipality, who shall adopt or enforce any measure aimed at, or 
resulting in, the denial of full equality of Negroes, is guilty of a 
malfeasance in office, and is subject to immediate removal and is 
of a felony. In such category of prohibited measures, are 
all so-called Jim-Crow laws and regulations which provide for se- 
gregation of, or discrimination against, Negroes, which deprive 
them of the right to vote through the enacting of special qualifica- 
tions which in practice result in depriving the Negroes of the 
franchise, which exclude them from Jury lists or panels, and in 
practice result in the dismissal of persons from Juries on account 
of being Negroes, which exclude Negroes from any employment 
or office, or which in any way directly or indirectly deprive the 
Negroes of their full and complete rights of participation in any 
phase of public life. 

Sec. 4—-Any person who shall in his private capacity discrim- 
inate against Negroes, in employment or in the renting of other 
occupancy of any dwelling or business quarters, or who shall 
charge higher prices or rents to Negroes than to the general pub- 
lic, or who shall refuse to render to Negroes professional services 
which he or she normally offers to the public, shall be declared 
guilty of a Misdemeanor, punishable by not less than six months 
in prison, and upon a third repetition of the offense is guilty of 
a felony, punishable by not less than two years in prison, in both 
in addition to punitive damages payable to the person dis- 
criminated against.

NRA Increases Speed Up 


Monopoly, with its elimination 
of smaller, less profitable plants 
and concentration in larger, 
more efficient units has been 
able to enforce greater speed-up 
and stretch-out on the workers 
who are employed. <A desire for 
the maximum production during 
the shorter working hours of the 
codes has added to this speed-up, 
hourly rates in certain 
industries have been raised under 
the codes, reduction in hours has 
meant that weekly earnings have 
in no measure kept pace with the 
rise in hourly rates. Nor have 
weekly earnings increased any- 
where nearly as fast as produc. 
tion and prices. 


The actual result of the NRA 
codes has been merely a contin- 
uation of the stagger system un- 
der which more workers are at 
tached to the payroll but all are 
receiving wholly inadequate earn- 
ings.

Schmidt Speaks 

With O’Grady of the Masters, 
Mates and Pilots in the chair, 
Henry Schmidt of the stevedores 
strike committee and who had 
just returned from the North- 
west, was introduced. After ex 
plaining what a_ hiring hall 
means to a stevedore, he told of 
the splnedid solidarity in the 
Northwestern ports, where he 
had gone to seotch Ryan’s and 
the district officials, efforts to 
force through split agreements. 
To the threats of the Chamber 
of Commerce to open the port he 
answered ‘‘That they could only 
open port bottles.” 


Schmidt was followed by Stern 
of the Firemen, who told the 
crowd that there isn’t a man ir 
any of the engine rooms. His 
speech was little more than a 
short greeting, but he aroused a 
thunder’ of cheers and applause 
as ‘he finished up with a motion 
demanding that a strike of all 
eastern ports be called, 


At this point the chairman of 
the strike committee, Harry Brid- 
ges was introduced, Bridges, who 
was so unfortunate as to be born 
jn Australia, was the chief tar- 
get of the capitalist press, who 
had him down as a “‘dangerous 
alien. radical.” How much the 
workers: believe in the lying 
press was evident as the crowd 
rose to its feet, cheering and 
throwing hats up in the air. 
That was positively the top ap- 
plause of the evening. Bridges, 
as only’ a longshoreman who ex- 
periences the conditions on the 
docks could, vividly pictured the 
life of a longshoreman, the _ his- 
tory of the unions effort to es- 
tablish human working condi- 
tions, and why the workers 
strike. He was continually sup- 
ported from the crowd with such 
remarks “That’s no lie,” ‘‘Damn 
right,” “You tell ’em, Harry.” 


Nailing the high wage myth 
and showing how the work of 
the stevedore has become harder, 
Bridges said the following: 


“Men have dropped dead from 
exhaustion... Stevedores are paid 
by the hour. Every minute is 
checked. on him. . Every minute 
counts. .From the time you go 
to work in the morning until 
evening you are driven like a 
slave.”’ ahi 

“If you try to get yourself in- 
sured every company will refuse 
you. Physical strain is too much. 
Life is too uncertain. You have 
no chance of living as long as 
people of other walks of lite. 
Speed-up of production—-the loads 
that we have to sling out ‘of the 
ships make it too dangerous. And 
al} these evils center. around one 
thing—fear of losing your job.” 

‘Referring to conditions under 
the “Blue Book’’ company union 


he said: 


“Stevedores have to wait on 
the sidewalks for hours for 
something to do. Working is mad 
enough, but to have to pay for 
the privilege. of performing such 
work!

The board re- 
fused comment when the Party 
delegation pointed out that the 
riots were started by Compton 
police and deputized thugs in the 
face of protests from Commun- 
ist Party members and sympa- 
thizers.
